I am writing in order to confirm our intention of applying for a re- 
lease from the Erindale Village Study. We wish to apply for this 
release in order to facilitate the design and construction of the 
Erindale Landing. It is my understanding that we as agents for 

the client are required to make a deputation before council concern- 
ing this matter and that this shall take place on April 24th 1978 
at 7:30 p.m. 


It is the intent of the owner to construct 4 building located on 
lots 2, 3, 4 and 5, Registered Plan Toronto-7, Township of Toronto, 
County of Peel. The above mentioned parcel of land fronts two 
streets, these being Dundas Street West and Nanticoke Road in the 
village of Erindale. The building shall be utilized as a squash 
club on two levels with the third level forming a commercial use. 


It must be stated that at this point in time the intention is to 
conform with the proposed guidelines of the Erindale Village Study. 
The zoning which we shall be applying for is that of Historical 
Commercial as defined within the study. The building shall be 4 
reproduction, in virtually every level of exterior detailing, of the 
Royal Exchange Hotel which formed an integral part of the village in 
the mid 19th Century. 


Due to the fact that the Erindale Village study is still undergoing 
review within City departments and the Region of Peel we are applying 
for this release in order to expedite the construction of this building 
as quickly as possible. It is ar feeling that this development shall 
in fact present a fine example of the type of development Erindale 
requires due to the fact that the development coincides with the goals 
of the Erindale Village Study.

I would like to apologize for not expressing myself too well 
when replying to your questions and comments at the March 28th 
Council Meeting. It's a bit of a pressure cooker you work in and 
it takes a little getting used to. 

Basically we are not against bridging the Credit - it's 
the excessive bridging we're worrying about. Also what can be done 
at the least cost to Mississauga. 

With the 403 a fact and to be built at no expense Co the city 
and with Eglinton being widened from necessity, the city core will be 
serviced by 12 lanes, 8 of which are committed to local traffic. If at 
that point further bridging is considered necessary, it comes down to 
a choice between the Burnhamthorpe option or the service road to 403. 
If our thinking is right, this decision will be a long way in the 
future when hopefully we will have a decent tax base. 

To Mayor Searle, we can't understand why the 403 within 
Mississauga couldn't be brought forward. The 403 won't be of much 
value without the Mississauga link. Based on my own fairly extensive 
experience in construction, I'm quite sure that schedules can be juggled 
especially when working with a program valued in the hundreds of millions 
which the M.T.C. has underway. 

To Mr Hooper, even though you may not recognize it, we are 
on your side and those of your constituents in that there should be 
adequate east-west travel facilities. With the 403 in place and 
Eglinton widened and with the good north-south roadways in Erin Mills 
they will have a better transportation situation than most areas in 
Mississauga, especially those in the south. Also our position is not 
against building the Burnhamthorpe, it's that it should be done at the 


appropriate time after we've built the present commitments. 












TO BE RECEIVED. 
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To Mrs Spence we agree that we need an adequate transportation 
network but with the accent on adequate. To determine what is adequate 
which of course is the problem, a comparison to other similar situations 
might be worthwhile. Two that come to mind are the Danforth and the 
Toronto city core with the latter being the most comparable. It's 
almost identical to our situation except on a much larger scale. The 
Toronto core of course is serviced by the 6 lanes of the Q.E. and until 
recently very adequately. In our case we will have more lanes than 
service the Toronto core which is umpteen times larger than ours will 
probably ever be. 

Some of the above is opinion and we don't believe that a 
decision of this magnitude should be influenced by opinion. We therefore 
again ask that a traffic study be done with the 403 in place, Eglinton 
widened and without the Burnhamthorpe bridge in place. We don't 
believe this has been done and should be done for a $12 million 
expenditure, especially so during these times of fiscal restraint by 
both the Province and the City. 

Sorry to be such a bother, and again thanks for your time.

I am president of Peel Condominium Corporation

to the Queen Street road allowance and wish to voice, on 
behalf of the owners and occupants of Peel Condominium 
Corporation No. 75, our strong objection to any development 
of Queen Street, which would involve an additional crossing 
of the Credit River adjacent to the railway tracks. 


Any extension of Queen Street across the Credit 
River adjacent to the railroad tracks would greatly increase 
the annoyance to residents in the area derived from the 
extremely busy railway which immediately adjoins Queen Street 
to the north. The Stavebank Road crossing is a very dan- 
gerous crossing and has been the scene over the years of 
many fatal accidents. To extend Queen Street to intersect 
@avebank Road would greatly increase the amount of traffic 
which would, in the final result, use the Stavebank Road 
crossing as a means of access from the Mineola, Indian

and Queen Elizabeth Way, as well as a means of access to the 
Stavebank Road and the residential area north of the tracks 
for those Go Train commuters living in the area served by 
the Stavebank Road at the present time. 


Council must realize that to extend Queen Street 
westerly across the Credit River would interfere with the 
access to the arena property and arena parking grounds, 
would destroy the present ball park installation at Memorial 
Park and would eliminate the major parking available to the 
Port Credit Legion. Any increase in traffic entering or 
leaving the Mississawa Road immediately south of the railroad 
tracks would create a very serious and dangerous blind inter- 
section which in no way could be considered safe or viable 
condition without installation of stop lights and other 
safety factors.

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At a Council meeting, concerning which we were not 
given any notice, our lands and most other lands lying west of 
the West Credit were in effect no longer to be the subject of 
processing towards a plan or plans of subdivision. 


We are now advised that certain lands lying between 
10th Line and Winston Churchill Boulevard have recently been released 
for processing. 


We respectfully suggest that if one owner's lands are 
released for processing all owners should be permitted the same 
Opportunity and trust that this opportunity will be accorded to our 
client. Our client has instructed its planners to prepare a secondary 
plan for their lands and other adjacent lands in the same community 
and to redraft plans of subdivision in light of the new Official Plan. 
When the foregoing plans have been prepared, it is our intention to 
submit the same to the City of Mississauga and we sincerely hope that 
we will be accorded an Opportunity of processing our client's lands. 


We wish to re-iterate that our client will again offer 
to install external services in order to service their lands at their 
own expense, and in addition thereto pay all of the levies which the 
City requires from developers, although, I have been given to under- 
stand that certain developers are not required to pay such levies. 


It is our understanding that the former Council of the 
City of Mississauga had set for itself the object of providing adequate 
affordable housing in the City. We believe that this objective has not 
been met. The draft Official Plan of the City which is presently under 
review also advocates the provision of sufficient affordable housing 
in the City, which objective,we believe has not been fulfilled. In 
order for a developer to provide affordable housing, the original land 
cost must be somewhat below current market values. We respectfully 
Suggest that there is very little land in the City other than in the 
area where the Erin Group lands are located, which would fall into this 
"low cost" category. As we have indicated on humerous occasions in the 
past, our client has the necessary ingredients to produce affordable 
housing, namely: 


(i) a land cost below market; and 
(ii) a desire and willingness to produce affordable 
housing with innovative and pleasing designs. 


I would be pleased to have a reply to this letter, 
hopefully indicating that our client's lands will be accepted for 
processing.

Council Resolution of July 8, 1974: 


"Be it resolved that Item C17A be referred 
to the Plannine Staff for a report on 
this item and their recommendation as 
to the feasibility of this nrogramme 
on this site and that temporary approval 
be given." ; 


For the purposes of this memorandum, motorsport 
activities are defined as the proper trainines 

in the safe use of motorcycles through strict 
supervision and guidance carried out on a planned 
and well-marked track. Mr. Oosterman has estab- 
lished such a programme on a 20-acre parcel of 
land located north of Eglinton Avenue (Lower Rasc 


Line), on the west side of Winston Churchill Boulevard. 


Map A shows the relative location of neighbouring 
residences to the site and Man 8 illustrates the 
details of the site. The track is located to the 
west of the Oosterman's residence, and there is a 
detached dwelling to the north which has been con- 
demned because of extensive fire damacc. 


Motorsport's activities are not a permitted use 


under the Town of Oakville (now the City of Mississauga) 


Zoning By-law 1965-156. The lands are zoned 
aericultural and designated for agricultural uses 
by the Oakville Official Plan.

The Motorsport club operates on weekends only; 
Saturdays from 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. and Sundays 
from 1:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. The occasional Sunday 
is spent away from the site at another motorsport 
event. “r.“Qosterman's students are all required 

to wear protective ecar as well as equipping their 
bikes with silencers. The track is visible from 

the adjacent residences except the one which is 
located west of the site on Tenth Line and is 
screcned by a row of trees alone Tenth Linc. 
Enquiries were made of the neighbours and they 
agreed that Mr. Oosterman's cause was a cood one 

and although they could hear the hikes they were 
seldom bothered by them. Most felt that it was 
better for participants to carry on their activities 
on Mr. Oosterman's site where they received training 
and instruction than on the public streets where 
both the nuisance and danger would be greater. 


The lands on which the facilities are located 
are within the Nest Erin Mills Ridge, which is 
subject to studies being carricd out as part of 
the Official Plan Review. It is unlikely that 
development of these and surrounding lands will 
take place within the immediate future.

In view of the fact that the ncighbours have offered 

no objections and development is not imminent in 

the area, there appears to be no reason for not 

allowing the continuance of the present motorsport 

activities and facilitics. | 


Although Council has granted temporary approval 

to Mr. Oosterman, it is sugeested that an applica- 
tion should be made to the Committee for Adjustment 
for a three-vear time period, and if approved a 
review of the situation be undertaken at the end 
of this period. 


There anpears to be no objections from a planning 
point of view to the continuing use of the subject 
lands for motorsport activities. Therefore, it is 
recommended that an application be made to the 
Committee of Adjustment to permit a minor variance | 
for a three-vear neriod to allow continuance of 
the motorsport operations and, if approved, a 

review of the situation at the end of the period.

The subject lands are located on the south side of Dundas St. 
between Nanticoke Rd. and Mindemoya Rd. A release from the 
study area is requested due to the following: 


1. The study is presently under review by dep- 
artments of the City and the Region. 

9. The existing Official Plan designation is for 
residential use. 

3. The proposed Official Plan designation is for 
residential use also. 


The intended use for the lands in this proposed development 

is for development of a squash club and associated commercial 
uses. The proposed building will be an accurate reconstruction 
of the original Royal Exchange Hotel which was the centre of 
all village activities in the mid 1800's. The building will 
be an historic replica largely in exterior form and detail. 


It is the intention of this development to comply with the 
Erindale Village Study's recommendations. The application 
for rezoning will be for Historic Commercial zoning as 
defined by the study. This proposed development gives the 
Erindale Village residents and the City of Mississauga an 
opportunity to have exactly the sort of development which 
has been recommended in the Erindale Village Study.
